What has happened to the Book -of the Month 
Club? 
Time was that you could count on the B—O—T—M 
Club as a source of rather healthy, wholesome books. 
But if their November, 1973 book selection is any 
indicator, that day is gone. 
The 
Book 
selected 
is 
simply 
titled 
“Burr,” 
advertised as a “historical novel” on the life of Aaron 
Burr. One does not have to read the book, however, to 
know what it says - once one has learned that the 
author is poison-pen Gore Vidal, whose contempt for 
American has been well documented in countless 
writings in the past. 
By putting the book in the form of a novel, rather 
than history, Vidal is given ample opportunity to 
interject his own “interpretations,” which are in fact 
fabrications. It was to 
be expected that nearly every 
page would drip with acid. For years, Gore Vidal has 
exploited every opportunity to show his contempt for 
American heritage, values, and culture. 
In the advance publicity for the book, the founders 
of our nation are described as “vain, irritable, tricky 
and by no means devoted to the system of government 
they had contrived.” Our first President, George 
Washington, is depicted as “Washington the dull,” a 
“dimwitted old general,” “one of the worst generals 
we have so far produced,” and as a “shrewd land 
speculator and millionaire.” 
Thomas Jefferson, who has generally been given 
favorable lip-service in the past by the extreme left, is 
portrayed as “looking rather like a mad scientists 
played by Alec Guinness, surrounded by his own 
brilliant contraptions which never quite work.” In 
addition, the Vidal snear describes Jefferson as a 
“hypocrite” with a “penchant for other men’s wives,” 
who “deliberately subverted the Constitution” and 
who “was not unlike the late Joe McCarthy.” In the 
popular parlance of the left, branding Jefferson as a 
“McCarthyite” is putting him somewhat lower than a 
worm. 
There is much more of the same. Not a chance is 
missed to load the novel with sarcasm and ridicule, all 
directed against our nation and its founders.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
In the past few years a principal cause of the U.S. unfa­ 
vorable balance of trade has been the huge excess of imports 
from Japan as contrasted with our sales to the country. 


The unfavorable balance of trade, in turn, brought heavy 
pressure on the dollar, laid a heavy hand on the stock m ar­ 
ket, and forced sharply upward the prices of thousands of 
items imported from abroad, or made of materials produced 
elsewhere in the world. 


A look at economic trends in Japan is therefore profitable 
at this time. The material offered here has just arrived in a 
letter from Tokyo. 


What the information from my friend seems to suggest is 
that the devaluation of the dollar, the floating of the yen and 
the higher costs of world commodities which Japan must 
import are combining with inflation and higher wages and 
other social costs in Japan to increase that country’s imports 
so markedly, and laying such heavy pressure on Japanese 
exports to the United States, that the unfavorable balance ot 
U. S. trade with Japan could be largely eliminated within the 
next 12 months.
